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Commissioners’ Report 


To the Residents of Rye Beach Village District: 


Last spring, we were able to finish laying the sidewalk on Sea Road. This year, 
the focus will be on laying new sidewalk on Central Road in front of the old Friary 
land. The big problem here is that the road, after Ne pavings, is higher than the 
present sidewalk at some points. ; 


The storm drain at the precinct building driveway has been excavated, replaced 
and tied in with the storm drains of the church. Due to extensive ledge, this turned 
out to be a bigger and more expensive project than we had anticipated, however 
flooding of the precinct building basement should now be minimized. 


Work needs to be done on the precinct building slate roof and it has not yet been 
decided as to whether to restore or replace it with new roofing. Although somewhat 
higher, the cost of restoration is felt to be worth it in the interest of preserving as 
much of the original structure as possible. 


Last Halloween, many of the precinct lights were vandalized, presumably by 
“trick or treaters”. The poles were shaken until the fluorescent tubes broke and/or 
the globes fell off. Replacement of the tubes was arduous and costly. This year we 
will request help from the Rye police and possibly organize some sort of neighbor- 
hood watch in order to prevent any recurrence. 


As always, the Rye Garden Club members did their good works at the precinct 
building, for which we thank them. 


F inally, we are saddened by the death of Hildreth (Hilly) Clark in early March. 
He served on our precinct boards for many, many years and will be missed.
